ELECTION DAY IS COMING 

On November 7th, more than 
one-and-a-half million motorcyclists will 
be going to the polls to vote for 
representatives in the California State 
Assembly and Senate. The following” 
information is provided for the purpose 
-of helping you to decide who will best 
represent you in Sacramento. Don't 
make the mistake of condemning a 
candidate on the basis of his voting 
record unless you know that he was 
properly informed of your opinion, and 
still voted against your desires. 
Likewise, don't vote for a candidate 
without some assurance that he will 
support your interests, or, at the very 
least, be receptive to logical 
consultation. 


VOTING RECORDS 

There have been many issues this 
past year upon which we could examine 
the voting records of our legislators. 
However, in all fairness to them, we 
have selected only two issues to present 
here because we know that these 
subjects both aroused such interest, that 
each legislator received many 
communications from motorcyclists 
requesting a “NO” vote on both bills. 
These two issues are (1) the compulsory 
helmet bill, and (2) the mandatory

motorcycle headlight bill. There is no 
reason to believe that any of our 
legislators were not totally aware of the 
motorcyclist's desires on these subjects. 
Also, we should keep in mind that our 
legislators were not being"'pressured" to 
pass this legislation by anyone other 
than the automobile insurance industry, 
which was trying to reduce insurance 
pay-outs caused by negligent operators 
of automobiles. 


ADDITIONAL AID 

Recognizing that the voting records 
on two selected subjects are not an 
adequate measure, by themselves, we 
have queried each candidate for office 
to obtain his answers to seven selected 
questions, which are: 
l.Are you in favor or providing 
mechanical park facilities and trail 
systems for off-road vehicles provided 
that ecological damages is minimized? 
2.Are you in favor of allowing 
continued use of all public lands of 
off-road vehicles except in those areas 
where significant ecological damage 
would occur? 
3. Are you in favor of laws which would 
mandate the wearing of helmets by 
motorcyclists? 
4. Are you in favor of extending the 
provisions of mandatory No Fault

This is a statement for Cycle News by Senator George McGovern: 


1. Recognizing that the vast majority of America’s millions of motorcyclists seek 
only recreation and enjoyment, and do so by means of a mode of transportation that 
is at once competitive and economical, | would seek to elimiate false stereotypes of 
cyclists. 





2. Since it is evident that freedom and the enjoyment of the outdoors constitute one 
of the principal pleasures of motorcycling, | will direct the Department of 
Transportation to give priority to solutions to problems of safety that emphasize 
educational approaches. 


3. Recognizing that excessive motorcycle noise is not only an affront to non-cyclists 
but works to the disadvantages of the cyclists themselves, | will direct the 
Department of Transportation to develop adequate noise standards and to insist that 
manufacturers meet these standards in a reasonable length of time as a condition of 
continued production and operation in this country. 


4. Recognizing that off-road motorcycling is a legitimate recreation outlet, | will 
encourage managers of public lands to make adequate provision for this use under 
Executive Order No. 11644, consistent with the rights of other public land users and 
with the duty of everyone to protect the land from abuse. 


5.1 will direct my Office of Consumer Affairs to investigate and attack reported 
instances of discriminatory repair and maintenance charges and practices which 
victimize motorcyclists. Special efforts would be made to enforce performance, 
safety and structural standards required of motorcycle manufacturers. 


6. The United States has been accorded the honor of hosting the 48th International 
Six Days Trials in 1973 at which all the nations of Europe will be represented. | 
hereby commend American cyclists for their skill in previous competitions that has 
won this recognition, and | express confidence that this nation's riders will acquit 
themselves in the honorable tradition of our European neighbors.

COYOTE RIDES AGAIN 

This is an open letter to all riders. 

On October 1, 1972, the Chaparrals 
MC put on their second enduro of the 
year and they called this one the Coyote 
Derby Enduro. Due to the pitifully low 
turnout, we are prompted to write this 
letter to let our fellow riders know just 
what they missed. 

The course selected by е 
Chaparrals was like a journey back 
through time in that many famous runs 
of the past were revisited. 

The enduro started at midnight like 
the old Riverside Bombers’ Cactus 
Derby and continued into the daylight 
hours. You could hear the ghosts of the 
old Hilltoppers’ Hare and Hounds runs, 
the Big Bear runs and the Jackrabbit 
Trails shouting at you as we left 
Lucerne Valley and climbed up to the 
beautiful trails in the San Bernardino 
Mountains where we covered about 60 
miles of scenic jeep roads. Rattlesnake 
Canyon was used to decend back down

We want to give Bill Adams and the rest 
of the Chaparrals a well done for their 
efforts and plead that the Coyote Derby 
will be scheduled again. 

It is our hope that the Coyote Derby 
will become a tradition and have ghosts 
of its own.

RIVERSIDE, CAL., Oct. 29, 1972 — 
The Los Angeles Times threw an ACA 
motorcycle race at Riverside Raceway 
today (with a car race and some other 
things thrown in as an added 
attraction). Since there was about 
80,000 people on hand to spectate, the 
event drew a lot of horsepower and 
riding talent. 

Although there were only about 30 
entries, they included Hurley Wilvert on 
Paul Smart’s 750 Kawasaki H2-R, Bob 
Bailey on the factory Triumph 750 that 
he claimed at last year’s Ontario 
National, this year’s Ontario Novice 
winner Pat Evans on his factory Yamaha 
TR-3, Steve McLaughlin on the Action 
Fours Honda 750, Laconia Junior 
winner Jim Evans on the Mel Dinesen 
Yamaha, and Marty Lunde, AMA 
Expert and veteran of European 
circuits. 

Although Bob Bailey’s Triumph did 
in a rod in practice, the rest of the field 
showed up on the grid. There were four 
classes: Open, 500, 350, and 250. They 
started in three rows. The first was all 
the Open machines with the exception 
of Pat Evans’ 350 which his father 
demanded be put in the front row. 
Behind them were the 500s and the rest 
of the 350s, and the third row was 250s. 

Steve McLaughlin made a break with 
tradition and got a good start in second 
place behind Marty Lunde’s Yamaha. 
Steve took over the lead on the first lap. 
Behind Lunde was a pack composed of 
Pat Evans, Jim Evans, George Kerker, 
Wilvert, and Bob Endicott back on 
Johnny’s BSA 750. 

Wilvert's Kawasaki broke. 
McLaughlin broke the lap record and 
then his bike broke. Lunde led briefly 
and then a coil wire came loose. Pat 
Evans was now leading. Jim Evans was 
catching Pat, but just before he would 
have passed him, Jim tipped over in the 
slippery turn 7. 

This left George Kerker in second 
place on his stock-engined Honda. The 
only power modification was one of 
George's own exhaust systems. In third

PHOENIX, ARIZ., Oct. 22, 1972 — The 
first impression of the Tonto, Arizona 
State Championship enduro was not 
reassuring. The Start/Finish line was 
under two feet of fast-moving water. 
The organizers were out rerouting the 
course — at four o'clock the day before 
the event. 

600 pounds of lime had been used to 
mark the course, but according to one 
of the club members there wasn't a 
speck of lime left: 12 inches of rain two 
days before the event wiped it out 
completely. The Forest Service had 
talked of cancelling the run for 
environmental reasons. And they were 
objecting to one section in particular as 
being too dangerous for the riders. 

As I wandered around the makeshift 
camp (The planned camp was separated 
from the road by the innundated 
sandwash.) a small voice in the back of 
my head kept telling me, “You knew 
better.” Enduros away from the major 
metropolitan areas are alluring because 
they offer the promise of new trails to 
ride, But the offer is coupled with 
others of a less attractive nature. 

You can give odds that the technical 
aspects of the run will be botched, that 
clocks will be inaccurate, distances 
measured more or les; by guess and 
checks placed in the wrong spots. But if 
that's all, you're lucky. You could wind 
up having to make a crucial decision: In 
which of 360 possible directions do you 
head in this strange territory after the 
marking has petered out completely and 
you have only two quarts of gas and a 
half hour of daylight? 

Finally, you might be faced with that 
ultimate of ego bummers, the club 
which figures that since this is the only 
enduro of the season “We’ll give them 
one to remember!" This is commonly 
known as the “pack and carry” trip, but 
push, shove, drag, crawl under, sweat, 
cry, abandon your wrecked motorcycle 
and suffer a coronary might be a more 
adequate description. 

' The tip-off to the “pack-and-carry 
run” is usually a statement to the effect 
that “Me and my buddies made the 
whole course on our little step-through 
frame Yamasuki 80’s. Surely you won’t 
have any trouble on your fancy 
European ISDT machine"'. What is left 
unsaid is the fact that three six foot 
lumberjacks horsed the 100 Ib. bikes 
over the course, one section per 
weekend, over the six previous months. 
"Course, we couldn't keep the schedule, 
on those little bikes" they'll usually add 
piously. 

That was approximately what one of 
the organizers of the Tonto told me. I 
turned away so he wouldn't see the cold 
sweat break out on my forehead. I 
walked back over to my truck and gave 
my Matador a long loving look. I 
wanted to be able to remember it the 
way it was. 

You might be tempted to dismiss this 


landing by motorcycles in Arizona. Imagine doing 


this six times. 


as yet another example of traditional 
California chauvinism, but in fact it's a 
matter of experience backed by simple 
logic. In areas where there are only one 
or two runs a year, the organizers never 
get enough experience to become 
proficient in their task, so a botch job 
becomes probable. Add a bit of human 
nature — the desire to be remembered 
forever — and the botch job can be 
translated into a catastrophe. 

Sometimes though, your experience 
can betray you and cold logic can 
evaporate like hot gasoline. It happened 
to the Tonto. 

The Tonto started easily enough with 
a 20MPH schedule through desert-like 
terrain. The trail was narrow and twisty 
and riding off trail was discouraged by 
the presence of several varieties of 
cactus. The giant Saguaro were easy to 
avoid: they were 20 feet or more in 
height and could be seen a long ways 
off. Another variety though, was more 
of a problem. It had long green snaky 
arms that sometimes extended across 
the trail. A “bite” from one of these left 
marks! 

After five miles the schedule went up 
to 24 MPH and the route was primarily 
fire road with lots of turns and more 
than a few rocks. The rains had really 
done their stuff, and erosion ditches 
from a few inches to a few feet in width 
crossed the road every hundred yards or 
so. Most could be ridden over or 
jumped, but occasionally there was a 
real for-and-body destroyer. 





agi 
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The fireroad lasted for 17.6 miles 
and climbed continuously from 3000 
feet to approximately 8500. Guys who 
started rich were blubbering by the time 
they reached the top. 

Down. Yes. From high up in the 


trees to the desert level, some five 
thousand feet below in just about three 
miles. It was a great trail ‚with 


off-camber turns, rocks, a few slippery 
logs to jump and some short trials-like 
climbs over boulders. There was just a 
bit of mud to make things interesting 
and no dust whatever. The danger 
aspect that had concerned the forest 
service was, I think, overrated. The 
schedule (eight mph) was just right for a 
middlin’ good “B” rider; an “A” rider 
should have been able to double that 
speed. (Even though schedule was easy I 
managed to make it hard for myself by 
stopping to take pictures, thereby 
dropping two points, much to my 
disgust.) 

From the bottom of the hill to the 
noon check at, would you believe, 
Pumkin Center, was an easy 18 miles at 
24 miles per hour. It wasn’t planned 
that way: there was supposed to be 
eight miles of rough riding in there, but 
a dry wash that had to be crossed a 
couple of times was now a river 200 
yards across. 

The shortening of that section gave 
us an extra long lunch break, about an 
hour and 18 minutes. Not being inclined 
toward eating much at 10:45 in the

morning and having nothing to do on 
our bikes, my buddies and I enjoyed a 
few leisurely games of eight-ball on the 
Pumkin Center pool table. Now that's 
the way to run an enduro. 

We hadn't gone very far on the 
afternoon loop before we realized that 
we were in a bit of a different ball game. 
The speeds were 16 MPH for eight miles 
and 24 MPH for 16.8 miles and the 
terrain had become quite difficult. Lots 
and lots of rocks and considerably more 
mud. There were perhaps 10 or 12 
stream crossings, none of which were 
very bad, only about 18 inches deep or 
so, but they did tend to slow you down 
a bit. 

Towards the end of this section there 
was a stretch of asphalt, a state 
highway, to be ridden about six miles. A 
good many of us needed this to make 
up a bit of time, but some of those who 
tried to make up too much time 
collected tickets from the Highway 
Patrol. I was lucky. I saw some riders 
pulled over and had a chance to cut my 
speed about 25 MPH to the legal 60 
before I got into trouble, but a member 
of the Chapparal club from Southern 
California got nailed. 

After that 25 miles, most riders were 
ready for a rest, but no rest was coming: 
there were still 30 miles to go at 20 
MPH. "Well," I thought, “I can do 30 
miles standing on my head.” This is the 
process known as “‘psyching yourself 
up” for a section where your muscles 
aren’t quite responding as they should. 
It works — up to a point! 

At the beginning of that last section, 
the terrain was cooperating with my 
psyching process. There were some 
interesting sand washes to ride. 
Sometimes the sand was merely wet and 
heavy but in a few spots there was water 
running in the wash. The amount of 
power it took to negotiate that wet sand 
was fantastic.. My. Bul, which will 
normally run faster than I ever care to 
ride in sand, was struggling along in 
third gear, just barely able to stay on 
top. I was feeling sorry for guys on 
smaller bikes. 

About 10 miles out we rounded a 
corner and there it was. A river. The 
arrows were pointing straight across and 
if confirmation were needed, there were 
several guys sitting in the middle of it 
struggling with their bikes and perhaps 
20 riders drying themselves out on the 
far side. The river was a good 100 yards 
wide and two feet deep! For a moment 
I just sat on my bike and stared. I 
couldn't believe we were actually 
expected to cross it. 

I walked out in it a little ways, 
testing the bottom. The water was quite 
turbulent where it was flowing over 
rounded, slippery rocks, but the smooth 
water section was deeper. I didn't think 
I could afford the smooth water 
section: my bike was only waterproof 
to the bottom of the seat! If the water 
got higher than that, it went into my air 
cleaner: On the other hand, the rocks 
were so slippery and the current so fast 
that I felt there was a good chance of 
dumping it, in which case I'd really be 
in trouble. I decided to try to stay right 
on the edge of the rocks. It worked. I

motored across with no trouble. 

With that obstacle successfully out of 
the way, I felt jubilant and started 
concentrating on making up the time I'd 
lost, but it was no use. Between wet 
sand and very rocky trail I couldn't 
make up any time. It was all I could do 
to stay even. And something was 
bothering me. After a couple of miles, I 
realized what it was: We were on the 
wrong side of that river! Sure enough 
we had to cross it again. This time I was 
ready for it; expecting it almost. 

What I wasn't ready for were the 
next four crossings! There were six of 
them altogether, all just as deep and just 
as wide as the first. I made it through all 
but the last one without trouble. On the 
last one, right at the finish line, I hit a 
gigantic boulder that was concealed 
under the muddy water and toppled 
over. Fortunately I realized I was going 
and was able to pull the bike over on its 
left side on top of me. This seemingly 
masochistic maneuver kept the air 
cleaner above water and, after struggling 
out from under, I was able to restart the 
engine without trouble and get across 
the last one. I'd lost a flock of points on 
the last section (45 total) which put me 
out of trophy range but, at that point, a 
finish felt pretty good. 

All in all, it was one damn fine 
enduro. The course was tough, and it 
was difficult to keep up but the 
schedule was nowhere impossible and 
there wasn’t a foot of the run that was 
unridable — if you were good enough! 
And of course that’s what it’s all about. 
This opinion was shared by everyone 
with whom I talked after the run. 
Several said it was the best run they’d 
been on in years and I was inclined to 
agree. 

The credit for the run must, 
however, be shared. The weather was 
responsible for both many problems 
with which the club dealt successfully, 
but it also made the run. Without the 
rain, the mud and the very wet “dry” 
washes the run would have been much 
less interesting. Score one for the 
weatherman and one for the club for 
being able to cope with him! 

The Forest Service also deserves 
quite a bit of credit for the success of 
the run. Ranger Jerry Ellson spent a lot 
of hard hours checking the course and 
helping to ensure a layout that was both 
interesting and compatible with the 
environment. When the rains came, it 
was within his power to simply cancel 
the run (as the Forest Service has done 
in the Mendocino| National Forest in 
California). 

He didn't do it, though. Instead he 
went back out with the layout crew on 
his own Penton and actually checked to 
find out what was still ridable and what 
wasn’t. He found that very little had to 
be changed. Ranger Jerry has many of 
the same problems that exist in other 
forests, including wildlife preserves, 


seasonally sensitive areas, and fragile soil 
conditions. To his enormous credit he 
was able to guide the club to good trails 
that were non-damaging. We need more 
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out so they won 


like him. 

Technically, the club scored well. 
They used the flip card method of 
scoring where a rider's number comes 
up as he enters the check if he's on 
time. This enabled the scorer to tally 
the scores as the riders turned in their 
cards and resulted in the trophies being 
awarded within an hour after the run 
was completed. In this respect they are 
far ahead of our California clubs. 

In spite of the fact that the rain 
destroyed all their lime, the course was 
still very well marked. That was really 
quite an accomplishment and meant 
that some of their members did a lot of 
work just prior to the run. The checks 
and times seemed accurate to me, but I 
did have a dispute with two of the 
checkers concerning the time they 
marked on my card. At the end, their 
referee upheld me in one instance and 
the checker in the other. In both 
instances I was not marked with the 
time which was on the flip card when I 
arrived. I feel this was due to lack of 
experience, and the dispute was resolved 
fairly, if not quite accurately! 

Though the second loop was only 54 
miles long, the very heavy sand running 
caused several people to run out of gas 
including myself and Al Covington who 
had zeroed the run up until he ran dry 
half a mile from the end. Even so, he 
lost only eight points! My award for 
service above and beyond the call of 
duty goes to the club member on Check 
7 who gave me half a tank of gas so I 
could finish without pushing. 

There were about 150 entrants, 35 of 
whom were from California. This brings 
up my only major criticism of the run. 
Most of the California riders were 
"promoted" to Class A, whether they 
were ranked Class "A" by the various 
sanctioning bodies or not, under an 
arbitrary rule of, the club which stated 
that anyone who had finished three 
enduros was Class “A”. 

I feel that where a state sanctioning 
body exists (such as the AMA in 
California) that its classification should 
be respected in other states and, of 
course, that we should respect the 
classification of riders visiting our runs. 

Since few California riders were 
allowed to ride Class “B” and few 
Arizona riders were Class “A” (They’ve 
only had three enduros in recent 
history, so a rider had to enter all of 
them and finish all of them to be 
considered. Class “А”.) there were 
essentially two contests, one for the 
Arizona riders and one for the 
California riders and the scores reflect 
this. Californians took seven out of nine 
trophies in the Class “A” events, while 
Arizona riders took at least seven out of 
11 trophies in the Class “B” contests. 
The overall win was taken by John 
Venzie of Tucson, Arizona, a 250 Class 
“B” rider. He scored seven points on his 
Yamaha 250. Only one trophy was 
awarded in Class “A” 125 because there 
was only one finisher in that class! 
There were 50 finishers total.

RED MOUNTAIN, CAL., Oct. 29, 1972 
— Approximately 360 riders ranging in 
age from 10 to 60, of both sexes, and 
having incredible differences in skill 
level appeared at Red Mountain to ride 
the U.R.A.'s benefit enduro. Also on 
hand were the IRRC, the International 
Radio Racing Crew. 

This bunch is one of two in the Los 
Angeles area which attends races and 
enduros, not to have fun themselves, 
but to make sure that when you stop 
having fun, the consequences won't be 
too severe. They find you when you get 
lost, and patch you up a bit when you 
crash, at least enough to survive until 
you get to a hospital. 

Ask any racing motorcyclist who his 
favorite people are, and you're sure to 
find the rescue groups occupying one of 
the top three spots, along with wives, 
mothers, and Santa Claus. 

Rescue is an expensive business, 
especially if it's to be done right. Many 
vehicles of different types are needed, 
along with first aid supplies and 
communications gear. Just the gas to get 
half a dozen vehicles out to events 40 or 
50 times a year mounts up. 

Much of the expense is borne by the 
rescue groups themselves, which is to 
say the individuals who comprise the 
group. But those guys are just like the 
rest of us: they don't have unlimited 
funds and often, much as they might 
like to, they simply can't afford bits and 
pieces of gear that they need. 

So, today, the U.R.A. threw a 
benefit run, with all proceeds above 
expenses going to the IRRC. The IRRC 
should net about $600.00 from the 
event which was reason enough for 
riding it. 

As for the event itself, there were a 
few problems. It was advertised as a 
*family-type" enduro, and several 
interesting provisions were made for the 
inexperienced riders who were 
expected. There were two loops of 32 
and 25 miles, but gals and kids were 
only expected to complete the first 
loop. Midway around the first loop 
there was a stop at the Wagon Wheel 
cafe for a 22 minute rest. And, just to 
make sure that the average rider had à 
sporting chance at the overall win, Class 
A riders were not allowed to compete 
for that prize! Class A riders could only 
win trophies in their own class. To keep 
the pits safe for families, a mild warning 
was printed on the instructions: NO PIT 


RACING, SURVIVORS WILL BE 
EXECUTED!!!!! 
The course was a good one: 


interesting, fairly fast and with good 
variety. Some of the better' riders, like 
Gary Caulkins and Ossie Oswalt, really 
had a ball. Along with some good, 
smooth trail, a minimum of road, and 
some pretty neat sandwash riding, there 
were some very rocky sections 
demanding almost trials-like riding skill, 
especially when the sections were closer 
to vertical than horizontal. 

But if you're thinking that, from that 
description, you might not have enjoyed 
taking your wife along her smooth-tired 
step-through Honda, you're right. Some 
of the gals, kids and first-time riders had 
a pretty rough go of it. 

While it's pretty hard for a rider like 
myself to make a judgement as to what 
is (or is not) appropriate for kids, 
women, and first-time riders, my 
impression from talking to some of 
them is that they were expecting 
something quite a bit easier from an 
event advertised as “family style.” 

Some indication of the severity of 


. the run can be gained from the fact that 


the lowest score recorded (according to 


organizers) was -5, only 2 points' better 
than the best score for the very difficult 
100-mile Tonto, reported elsewhere in 
this paper. When the A riders can't do 
any better than than, it's fairly rough. 

To add to the difficulty, some of the 
riders, including myself, were “‘treated”’ 
to a preview of next week’s National 
Championship Jackass enduro. The 
Jackass course is very close to the URA 
course and is marked in red ribbon, 
while the URA course "was marked in 
Dayglow pink. No one is quite sure how 
it happened, but the majority of the 
URA riders wound up on the Jackass 
course near the end of the first loop. 
And the Jackass course is certainly not 
meant for “family” riders! 

All kinds of rumors floated around 
concerning just how it happened. Some 
said people at a road crossing were 
misdirecting the riders. Some said it was 
sabotage, while others said it was just a 
case. of one person getting off the trail 
and everybody else following. Whatever 
the real cause, it could have been 
prevented by better marking. The club 
used no lime and no wrong-way arrows. 
Many of their normal arrows were 
blown down by the high wind of the 
night before. The marking however 
could only be accounted marginal in a 
“clean” area and was- definitely 
inadequate under the circumstances. 
(Ed. note. See Papa Wealey on this.) 

Due to confusion over the marking, 
the club announced that it will possibly 
throw out the second loop and the last 
check of the first loop. That decision 
will be made after the score cards are 
studied to determine what percentage of 
riders were able to “‘find” themselves in 
time to start the second loop. 

Depending upon their decision, there 
will be between 30 and 60 percent 
finishers. Again, in a “family style"

enduro, it would seem than an average 
rider should have better than a 50-50 
chance of finishing. 

The checks at the URA event were 
run with quite a bit of sophistication. 
They use the rider-number system of 
scoring whereby a rider who arrives at 
the correct time receives his number as a 
score, rathen than his time of arrival. 
This system is much less Confusing to 
the riders and much easier to score than 
the conventional system. 

Normally, it would permit the 
winners to be announced on the spot, 
but the marking confusion and the 
possibility of some checks being thrown 
out prevented this. However, it’s a big 
step, and in the right direction as well. 
Perhaps we will be albe to list the 
winners of the next URA enduro with 
the article if they continue to perfect 
their scoring. 

Some very nice, expensive-looking 
finishing pins were awarded to everyone 
who turned in a score card at the 
conclusion of the event. 

Every new organization experience 
difficulty with their first few events and 
the URA is experiencing theirs. If the 
organization is working diligently to 
improve, it is to the advantage of all to 
bear with them. If the organization is 
also making a positive contribution to 
the sport, as the URA is by turning over 
their profits to the IRRC, it seems that 
even more than normal tolerance is in 
order. 

Accordingly, I expect to ride. other 
URA events, if only to show my 
appreciation for the help they’re giving 
the organizations who might one day 
save my bod. I hope some of the riders 
who rode the Jackass this weekend, 
while expecting to ride a family enduro 
will look at it this way as well.

CHULA VISTA, CAL., Oct. 27, 1972 — 
This was the final race in the California 
Motor Racing Enterprises Professional 
Steeplechase and Half-mile 
championship, and a three-way battle 
for the South Bay Speedway Overall 
Point Championship between Ward 
Ring, Earl Roloff, and Sal Peluso was in 
full swing. Ring led the group with 308 
points followed by Roloff with 298 and 
Peluso was only 21 points behind the 
leader with 287. 

To make the evening a little more 
interesting, Ring, who has been riding 
only an Open class bike also brought 
out a 250cc machine so that he could 
hang on to his point lead. Roloff, who 
has been suffering mechanical 
difficulties in the past few months on 
the 250's, switched from a Yamaha to a 
Kawasaki, so he could try and catch 
Ring. 

Then came Peluso, who did not have 
an Open class steeplechase bike, and was 
given a ride by Jerry Renner who also 
was in the point standings, but gave up 
his ride to help out Sal. So the stage was 
set with all three riders going head to 
head in all four of the professional 
classes-with the point championship on 
the line. 

The first race was the 250 
Steeplechase Main, in which, Peluso and 
Ring transferred to the feature by 
placing high in the heat races, but 
Roloff, still having bike trouble, 
qualified by getting second in the semi. 

Peluso took the early lead in the 
six-lap Main, and never let up for the 
victory. Taking second was 
Yamaha-mounted John Allison with Pat 
Guthrie placing third. Ring, who ran in 
sixth position throughout the race, 
finished fourth as a result of a crash 
involving the fourth place rider, George 
Voshell, and the fifth place rider, Tom 
Worfolk, on the final lap. Roloff 
finished in the seventh position. The 
point totals after one race: Ring—324, 
Peluso—3 17, Roloff—306. 

The Open Steeplechase feature was 
race number two between the top three 
with Ring being the point leader in this 
class and Roloff, second. Peluso 
transferred to the Main on the Jerry 
Renner Suzuki, but returned to his 
trusty Don Vesco 250 Yamaha for the 
Open class Main.

Irwindale Speedway

IRWINDALE, CAL., Oct. 12, 1972 — 
Despite some confusion earlier in the 
week as to the fate of speedway 
motorcycle racing at Irwindale 
Raceway, a full 24-event program was 
staged last Thursday evening at the San 
Gabriel Valley track. 

An eight-heat National 
Championship qualifying round started 
the action off with sixteen riders — 
thirteen. Southern California regulars 
plus three of Northern California's SRA 
hotshots - — clashing for valuable points 
towards a berth in the SRA National 
Championship October 20th at Costa 
Mesa. 

Irwindale's qualifying evening got off 
to a bad start. The track, hastily put 
together because of the apparent 
last-minute switch in promotion, was in 
different overall shape with some areas 
being loose and slippery, others hard 
and offering a big bite of traction. Stu 
Morley found one of those hard patches 
on the first lap of the first heat and 
catapulted into the crashwall, ending his 
season unfortunately with a broken leg. 
Larry Moon and Guy Waterson also got 
off and. the heat was eventually 
restarted with Moon finding his form 
for the win, Ron Taylor second with 
Waterson third. 

Jim Gresham, who shared top points 
honors with Scott Autrey throughout 
the eight qualifying heats, grabbed the 
second heat from Northern rider 
Barclay Terhal, Steve Gresham ‘and 
Bruce Haserot tangling and going down 
with Haserot managing to finish for one 
point. Les Chanky and Sumner 
McKnight ran 1-2 in the third heat with 
Ron Stewart and Pat Rooney out due to 
a fall and mechanical problems 
respectively. 

Autrey’s first ride came in heat four 
and he made it count by leading the 
whole way with Don Cullum, Greg 
Haserot and Bill Gray trailing. The fifth 
heat went to McKnight who is perhaps 
the most determined rider participating 
in the qualifying rounds. Had season 
point averages been used to see riders 
automatically into the National 
Championship, McKnight and several 
others would have been in. But, as has 
been the practice in past years, season 





highest number of points won the 
championship. Each rider raced 5 times. 

In. the first four races, each of the 
riders to win first place had the outside 
position, which is unusual unless the 
rider is extremely good. In Event No. 1, 
Steve Bast was the winner; in Event 2, 
Rick Woods won; in Event 3, Sonny 
Nutter won; and in Event 4, we saw 
nineteen-year old Scott Autrey win. The 
only other riders to win their race from 
the outside position were Mike Bast in 
Event 15 and Dan Becker in Event 16. 

Up until Event 14, Scott Autrey and 
Rick Woods were tied for the 
Championship title, with 9 points 
apiece. In Event 14, Rick Woods beat 
Scott Autrey with Autrey finishing 
third behind Mike Curoso. That was the 
deciding race of the whole program for 
Woods. After that race, he was in the 
lead with 12 points. The only ones to 
come close were Autrey and Mike Bast 
with 10 points. 

Rick Woods won the National 
Championship with a grand total of 15 
points, the highest number of points 
possible. Scott Autrey and Mike Bast 


points were the determining tactor and 
McKnight and riders ranked 11th 
through 23rd in the current SRA 
standings were fotced to try for a 
National sport through qualifying rounds. 

Autrey came back in heat six to take 
a clear win with Trehal again second, 
Les Chanky and Greg Haserot trailing. 
The seventh heat provided some 
surprises with Billy Gray switching bikes 
after his first heat last place finish. At 
the tapes, Gray jetted into the lead and 
was looking surprisingly strong. But Jim 
Gresham slipped under Gray and the 
unlucky leader lost it going into the first 
turn and slid out. Larry Moon was 
second with Jeff Sexton (substituting 
for Morley) in third. Ron Taylor took 
the last heat from Don Cullum with 
Bruce Haserot and Northern rider Pat 
Rooney trailing in order. 

The final tally had Jim Gresham and 
Scott Autrey ahead with six points 
apiece after both had swept their heats. 
Sumner McKnight, Ron Taylor and 
Larry Moon annexed five apiece and 
Don Cullum, Les Chanky and Barclay 
Trehal slipped in for four apiece. Steve 
Gresham, thought to be a contender for 
a National spot, fell in both his heats for 
no points and it will be an uphill fight if 
he wants to race October 20th. 

The rest of the program concentrated 
on scratch and handicap events and it 
turned out to be an all-star lineup with 
Sonny Nutter, ending his several months 
of R & R, out looking for a win. Nutter 
ran a strong third in his handicap heat 
but couldn’t make it out of the Main 
and ran last in the consolation. 

The Handicap Main went instead to 
Rick Woods who earlier had survived a 
spectacular scratch Semi get-off. A 
serious series of holes had developed in 
the fourth corner and the only safe way 
through was high against the fence. But 
Woods found some elusive traction up 
high and wheelied into the. wall, 
stepping off at the last second with no 
injuries. Graceful to say the least! The 
Scratch Main went to Steve Bast with 
Lary Shaw second after Danny Becker 
and Ed Williams fell in ‘seperate 
incidents. Dub Ferrel took the handicap 


Consolation and Mike Bast won the 
scratch Consolation an event that saw 
Mike Konle and Woods slam together 
and go down. It was the second crash of 
the evening for both riders.

JIM BELLAND \on-tesident Harley Genius.

When most people think of a tuner or 
mechanic, the mind conjures up images 
of a slightly scruffy-looking fellow, 
grease under his fingernails, constantly 
getting his hands into an engine. In 
truth, most of the tuners for the top 
AMA. Experts are employed by a shop 
doing some kind of specialized 
mechanical work. 

Jim Belland, tuner for Mark Brelsford, 
the Grand National Champion, is an 
exception to all preconceptions. 
Preparing bikes for Mark and Scott 
Brelsford is Jim’s hobby. He does it in 
his spare time, i.e., weekends and 
evenings. That is, on evenings when he 
isn’t attending a PTA meeting with his 
wife, Wanda, or taking his four children 
horseback riding in the hills behind their 
home. 

Jim is employed full-time (for the last 
15*years) as a salesman at Dudley 
Perkins’ “Harley-Davidson in the Bay 
area, He works there Tuesday through 
Saturday, with occassional Saturday’s 
off to travel to Nationals with Mark and 
Scott. This year he has taken his two 
weeks of vacation out in Saturdays to 
travel to Nationals. On Sunday night he 


flies home and rebuilds both the 
brothers’ engines on Monday. 
Jim has been involved with 


motorcycles ever since he got his first 
Harley when he was 18. Two years later 
he went to work for the elder Perkins. 
At that time he was involved in drag 
racing cars and traveled the drag racing 
circuit with some success as a driver. He 
became interested in the drag Harleys 
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Jim applies the wide range micrometer to the rear of Brelsford's Harley. 


and began to help out with preparation 
of the bikes. Then, in 1962, he started 
going out to Champion Speedway with 
the Perkins gang. One night, Mert 
Lawwill crashed and tore up his bike 
fairly badly. Jim jumped in and 
managed to piece it together for Mert, 
with the eventual result that Mert took 
the Main. From that night on, they 
started to work more and more together 
and Jim got his start in “Class C” racing. 

Jim has a natural genius with 
mechanical things. His shop, which is in 
his garage, has as a central fixture a 
drafting board from which much of the 
technology now found in Harley factory 
racers has come. 

Probably the biggest goal of Lawwill 
and Belland in the early sixties was to 
win against the locals at Ascot in 
Gardena, California. Jim says that this 
was probably more central in their 
minds than the Grand National 
Championship. To do this, Jim 
developed the swing arm frame for 
Mert's dirt tracker. 

He got into suspension tuning and 
weight transfer, to an incredible level of 
sophistication. He used suspension and 
frame geometry to transfer weight to 
the front wheel for cornering and get it 
back to the rear wheel for acceleration. 
Needless to say, it worked. They won at 
Ascot and Mert went on to become the 
Grand National Champion. 

About 1965, Jim got to know Bart 
Markel and began to assist him with 
bike preparation. Bart spent four 
months living with Jim and Wanda 
getting set up, then headed out on the 


circuit. At that time Jim didn’t travel 
with Bart or Mert but did their engines 
on a rotation arrangement whereby they 
shipped them back to San Francisco in a 
crate. 

Jim has a collection of broken parts 
from Bart's bikes that he is very proud 
of. “The engines would come back with 
the rods four-thousandths elongated just 
because of how hard Bart used them.” 

In the later sixties, Mark Brelsford 
started riding for Mert Lawwill through 
Perkins H-D. Mert always did a lot of his 
own turning and put Mark on his spare 
machine. Mark moved up through the 
Novice and Junior ranks and soon was 
competing with Mert. 

There were some obvious deficiencies 
in this arrangement and Mark asked Jim 
Belland to be his tuner as a full-time 
thing, rather than the partial 
arrangement with Mert. Jim and Mark 
got along well, anyway, and Jim decided 
to accept. 

During the first year, Jim did it 
completely as, a gesture of friendship 
and Mark didn’t pay him a thing. Those 
were really hard times for H-D with the 
‘‘interim” engine and Jim nearly 
dreaded every race. He didn’t travel 
with Mark, but every Sunday night 
Mark would call and tell of another 


breakdown. 

“T still feel bad today that I couldn't 
get those things/to stay together." No 
one else could keep them together 
either, though. “I always felt that 
maybe if I’d been there, we might have 
kept it running.” The.next year Jim got 
them running a little better and Mark 
offered twenty percent of his winnings. 
Mark: “He really didn’t want to accept 
any of the money and I practically had 
to force him to take it.” 

Many people feel that both Scott and 
Mark Brelsford have an incredible 
advantage, being Harley factory riders. 
When it comes down to it, it’s not the 
factory at all that keeps them running, 
but Jim Belland. Jim could make a list 
pages long of things that he’s done to 
the XR. He has sold frames to the 
factory and he and his wife are personal 
friends of the O’Briens (Dick O’Brien is 
H-D’s team honcho.) which has done a

lot for Jim's parts service. Actually, the 
factory has been trying to get him to go 
to work in Milwaukee for years, but Jim 
wants to keep his family in the San 
Francisco area. He has a beautiful 
house, which he has built a large extent 
himself, and is generally too involved in 
the welfare of his family to go 
professional. 

“Pm not really sure I would want to 
do this as an occupation,” Jim 
commented. “Having it as a sideline and 
hobby is really preferable.”

It also helps that she really 
likes Mark and Scott.” 

From Mark: “Wanda is amazing. 
Sometimes we have stayed up all night 
two nights in a row, and she will stay up 
with us, bringing us coffee and 
doughnuts.” 

This year, the man who prepared 
bikes for the two “Number Ones” 
didn’t have mechanical failure which 
caused either Brelsford to lose a race. 
There was one defective con rod early in 
the year but, fortunately, that race was 
rained out, That is an incredible record. 

Jim doesn’t just maintain the bikes, 
he improves them. He makes changes in 
frame geometry according to the 
weights of Brelsfords and according to - 
their riding styles. 

*Mark likes his bike short, almost to 
the point of causing a constant wobble. 
It probably would wobble with any 
other rider." From Mark: “Jim comes 
up to me and says, ‘Maybe half a degree 
less rake.’, and I say ‘OK’, and it works. 
My bike is known to be the best handler 
in **Class C" racing."

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, Oct. 7-8, 
1972 — The Utah Motocross 
Championship is one of the toughest 
Sportsman events around.

PHOENIX, ARIZ., Oct. 15, 1972 — The 
day promised to be a good one. Rider 
turnout was light, but the weather 
wasn’t hot and the track was in good 
shape. The minibikers inaugurated the 
track with Rupp riders Chappie Blose 
and Steve Gehrke taking the one-two 
slots in their first moto. 

The 250 Expert roster looked like a 
who’s who of the Arizona ‘crossers. Sam 
Redman (CZ) was leading the current 
Number One 250 plate holder іп 
Arizona, Chuck Lampe (Mai) But 
Lampe likes the lead, so he passed 
Redman to lead the Experts across the 
finish with Redman second and Tom 
Baker (Hus) third. Bob Wharton (Mai), 
the local track ace, grabbed the lead in 
the second moto and held it to the 
checkered. Lampe and Rédman 
followed in that order. 

Moto three was a surprise. Lampe got 
a poor start but Redman didn't. Right

In. four laps Croyle had passed 
everyone but Ross and he was gaining 
on him.

In the third moto Croyle took the 
number one spot followed closely by 
Ross and another Expert, Randy Camey 
(Yam). But in the third lap Ross spun 
out and killed his engine.

CN: Do you miss being back home in 
Europe? 

Ake: Imiss the food in Europe. 
Dennis: They have a big problem with 
sleep. я 

Ake: Yes, every night I wake. I can’t 
get used to the change in time. 
Guisseppe: |The big problem is the food 
and drink; we are not used to it. The 
cold drinks here bother us. We are not 
used to putting ice in our wine. 

Jim: How closely do American rules 
resemble the, rules and procedures used 
in Europe? The rules you use in Europe 
are FIM; the rules you use here are 
supposed to be FIM because they're 
(the Trans-AMA series) FIM sanctioned, 
but they're AMA rules. 

Ake: Yes, they are using AMA rules. 
Jim: It’s a bad thing since we're trying 
to encourage the European style 
motocross. I know at several different 
occasions that things are pointed out to 
the AMA and they're slow to change. I 
talked to Lancione (AMA head referee) 
yesterday with Hans' problem. The key 
to really 'sell people on motocross is 
flexibility, and if you can't be flexible 
and bend a little bit we're going to have 
a bad problem. (ED--Hans was 
relatively unheard of in this country 
until the Trans-AMA series began, but in 
the last two races he placed second and 
third. At the Atlanta Trans-AMA he 
won the first moto ahead of Ake, placed 
second in the next and again was 
securely holding second in the third 
moto behind Ake and ahead of 
DeCoster when he was disqualified for 
the day when his silencer fell off and he 
failed to stop for the black flag.) 

CN: In Europe what would happen if 
you received the black flag? 

Ake: They don’t use a black flag in 
Europe. They have a blackboard and 
put a number on it. But they don’t use 
it to take people off the track if they 
lose a part off their motorcycle. 

Jim: The AMA rulebook says a black 
flag with a one inch white border means 
see the referee. I asked Hans yesterday, 
what’s the story? - 
Hans: You stick that thing out there, it 
was a solid black flag, and you don't 
know what it is. And when you're in 
second place, and you're in front of 
DeCoster who is World Champion, you 
think again. 

Dennis: I asked the AMA last week 
before this ever happened. They said 
they didn't know; they'd either 
disqualify you from the moto or just for 
the laps after it happened. I asked Russ 
Coe at the time and he said that the 
rider, at the most, would only be 
disqualified from the moto. 

Jim:^ In the Ohio race the same thing 
happened.to Jimmy Weinert. He was 
given the black flag twice, there was 
some question the first time he was 
given the black flag, and the second 
time he got the black flag he partially 
went around the track and came off. He 
went back and screamed and yelled. 





They said disqualification. Well, they 
ended up changing their minds. He was 
given credit for the laps he completed 
for that moto. Hans was given the black 
flag five times, OK. He says he didn’t 
understand what they wanted him to 
do. I don’t see, given these 
circumstances, he should be penalized 
the entire day. 

Dennis: Another thing confusing is 
that two different people gave him the 
black flag at three different places on 
the track. 

Jim: The reason that ‘we had any 
trouble whatsoever was that Hans had 
the forethought to safetywire it on, so 
when it broke it was still dangling. The 
referee still didn’t catch it. The Japanese

Ake gets it on. 
mechanics went down there and 
screamed and yelled that the silencer 
was off and that they wanted him off 
the track. I don't put that much merit 
in that kind of tactics. In the first moto 
Hansen and American riders also had 
mufflers fall off and they weren't black 
flagged. 

CN: Who is financing your Inter-AMA 
effort? 

Dennis: We had an agreement with 
Cooper on the west coast. Cooper was 
going to help support the whole thing; 
then at the last minute he decided to 
step out of it. It created some problems, 
but I got them all ironed out now. 

CN: How much support are you 
getting from Maico itself? 

Dennis: Well, to start we weren't going 
to get any. I got on the phone to the 
factory and told them we were having a 
problem and that I can't afford to do 
the whole thing myself. They said do it. 
They promised me, through Hans, that 
we'd work something out. I have 
confidence in the factory that things 
will come out for the better, 
particularly since they know that we're 
sincere in going out for the win. We're 
not out there just to travel to the races. 
We want to win the series; we want to 
beat the Japanese. We want to prove 
that though our production motorcycles 
are more money than a 360 Yamaha or 
400 Suzuki, we're giving the person 
more motorcycle for the money and 
that they can win with just what we sell. 
CN: The bikes the team used

\Sunday--they didn't look like a standard 
production Maico. 

Dennis: The wheels, frant and rear, the 
frame is completely stock. Steel frame, 
the same thing that comes off the 
production line. We used to cut the 
frames to alter the rake, but it is now 
left alone. The frames are painted grey 
which is‘ misleading. The only thing 
changed are the handlebars and 
gastanks. 

Jim: Each mechanic has the ability to 
go through and say this cylinder looks a 
little better than this cylinder, this part 
is a little better than this part. They're 
very carefully put together, but 
basically they're stock bikes. 

Dennis: We did change to a small

clutch though. But we race what we sell. 
CN: Did you talk to DeCoster? Why 
was he so slow yesterday? 

Ake: He wasn't fast enough. 

Jim: Would you say yesterday that on 
that track you had a better machine? 
Ake: I think Maico suspension and 
handling are maybe better. 

CN: Was the track considered rough? 
Ake: No, but it was tricky and fast. 
Dennis: On that one fast straightaway 
at the bottom of the hill, it looked like 
it was a fast straightaway, but if you 
stood on the road and watched, you 
would see everybody that came through 
there was different. Everybody with the 
exception of Hans and Ake. They would 
just go through there so smooth, and 
everyone else would be going every 
which way but straight. 

CN: The Americans are getting better. 
How many years do you think it will be 
before an American can beat the best 
European? 

Ake: It depends on which track it is. 
But if Americans should go to Europe, 
then it would take a lot of more years. 
The best they should do, to make the 
tracks here in the U.S. more like the 
Europeans,so they learn more, because 
they are more difficult. 

Dennis: I think one thing, that the 
promoters here are trying to lay the 
track out strictly for the spectators. 
Jim: No, I don’t agree with that at all. 
I just think it’s a matter of ignorance. If 
the spectator can’t see the track in its 
entirety, it should be at least made 


possible for the spectator to walk 
around the track. If that's not possible, 
then I think you've defeated the 
purpose of having an international meet 
there because you can't expose enough 
people to close up, hard sell motocross. 
Ake: Europeans’|track, you can’t cover 
the whole track. 

Giuseppe: In Italy they have a lot of 
new tracks and they have a commission 
that goes around and they make 
approval of the track. 

Ake: Yes, they have in Sweden also. A 
national federation has to look at the 
track and see if it is wide enough and so 
on. 

Dennis: What would you sum up as the 
big difference in tracks? 

Ake: There is more full speed and 
turns and rough. And more choice of 
where to go. So I was really surprised 
when I heard that Gary Jones won this 
250 series. (ED--Inter-AMA.) 1 could 
not believe that. 

CN: Gary Jones was pretty fast 
Sunday until his cycle broke on him. 
Ake: Yes, I saw that in the first moto 
when he was running second or third. 
So then I saw on that kind of track 
where there is much full speed, then it is 
possible. 

Jim: I think in this past summer series 
the Europeans came over here like 
before, thought they could uncrate a 
couple of bikes and win easily. 

CN: Don Jones says that his sons 
practice for two hours every day on 
their bikes. Do you guys practice and do

Ake: ‘Yes we do. But I don't know if I 
believe that. To ride two hours a day, 
then they must be much better; at least 
they would keep going as fast in the end 
as the beginning. 

Dennis: I think those boys came a long 
way in a year's time. They weren't near 
as good a year ago as they are now. I 
know definitely that their father makes 
them run. Last night when we were in 
the restaurant, old man Jones was 
talking to DeCoster and he was telling 





him that his two sons, Jimmy Weinert, 
Marty Tripes, they all rebelled against 
him. They said they're tired of running 
seven;miles every day. "We're tired of 
this bull. We're tired of getting up every 
morning before breakfast, running, 
riding a bike for two hours every day, so 
we quit." So old man Jones, if you look 
on one side of his trailer, his name 
Coach is marked off. He said, “OK, if 
you guys quit, I quit." 

CN: Do you run? 

Ake: I do, but I don’t do it every day. 
I think that many Europeans tell stories 
that they practice three, four hours, but 
they don’t. I would like to, but I don’t. 
Jim: Torsten Hallmann gave a school 
the year before. He said that he had to 
do this and rode this and ran that and 
did so many exercises and this is what 
he had to do, but he was sure the only 
exercise Joel Robert had to do was the 
moving of a beer glass up to his mouth 
and back. 

CN: What will be your total outlay of 
cash before you get to the end of the 
Trans-AMA series? 

Dennis: It is going to be in excess of 
$10,000, not counting the price of the 
vehicles, cycles or parts, but the price of 
things as you're going along. Probably 
$18,000. Bel Ray also gives us some 
help. If it keeps us in the game another 
year, it will be worth it.

HOUSTON, TEX., Oct. 29, 1972 — Ake 
Jonsson of Sweden made four 
impressive Trans-AMA wins in a row as 
he took his Maico to another first 
overall, this time at Rio Bravo Park in 
Houston. Jonsson made it a three moto 
sweep ahead of Christer Hammargren 
(Yam), and Heikki Mikkola (Hus). 

The 250 Support class was won by 
Bob Grossi (Hus) who was able to stay 
ahead of Peter Lamppu (Kaw) on the 
slippery, rain-soaked track. Gary Semics 
(Hus) took third. 

The track was a perfect rider’s track, 
twisting and turning through a hilly 
wooded section outside of Houston. 
The only real problem is that a rider’s 
track is seldom a spectator’s track and it 
was difficult for the capacity crowd to 
get a good view of the action from more 
than one turn. 

The big bikes waited on the line after 
the 250 qualifiers as the AMA’s Russ 
Coe started the countdown. When the 
one minute signal was turned sideways 
to signify that the starting gate would 
drop anytime within the next thirty 
seconds, tension was so high among the 
world’s best riders that about twelve 
riders jumped the gate in anticipation of 
the falling. 

The riders quickly rode around the 
gate and lined up again. Because it 
happened so fast, it was difficult to 
determine just who the riders were that 
jumped. AMA rules state that anyone 
jumping the start in motocross will be 
penalized one lap in the final standings 
at the end of the moto. 

The restart saw Ake Jonsson power 
his Maico around the first corner in the 
number one position, closely followed 
by Roger DeCoster (Suz). About six 
bikes in the middle of the pack went 
down in the turn. 

Guiseppe Cavallero (Mai) was put out 
of the action with an injured shoulder 
and Rich Thorwaldson (Suz) lost two 
laps in getting restarted which, coupled 
with his bad back from the Orlando 
race, put him out of contention for the 
day. 

Midway through the moto, it began 
to rain lightly and the adobe track soon 
turned into a quagmire of slippery, 
sticky . muck. The Europeans really 
loved it and were going even faster. 
Full-lock broadslides around the turns 
showered the spectators, but they 
crowded closer to the fences in an effort 
to get a better view of riders like Van 
Velthoven and Hammargren in third and 
fourth position on their high-revving 
Yamaha prototypes, looking completely 
out of control. 

There was one portion on the track 
where the course was about fifteen ft. 
wide. On the outside before the turn 











there was one big tree on the fence line 
and another one, surrounded by 
haybales, about four feet out in the 
track. Instead of taking the safe wide 
line on the inside, the better riders were 
taking the faster line between the trees 
at 40 MPH. Just before the trees was a 
small bump, so they were sailing 
through the four foot wide gap between 
trees in midair, then hitting the berm 
for the uphill turn at full throttle. 
Needless to say, spectators were five and 
six deep. 

Ake won the moto. World Champ 
DeCoster, unable to reel in the 
European GP runnerup, took second. 
They were followed by Hammargren 
(Yam), Van Velthoven (Yam), Kring 
(Hus), Brad Lackey (Kaw), for first 
American, then Mikkola (Hus) and 
Karsmakers (Hus). 

By the second 500 moto, Ake more 
than knew his way around the long 
track so when they came around to 
complete the first lap, our boy was 
followed by Hammargren, Lackey, Gary 
Jones (Yam), and Jim Weinert (Yam). 
On the third lap, Jim moved his 360 
Yamaha around Gary’s to take over 
fourth. 

Roger DeCoster had gotten a poor 
start, about midway back in the pack, 
and was finding that he was unable to 
work his way up through the field. 
Heikki Mikkola wasn’t having that 
problem and zapped his way to third by 
the fifth lap. 

Meanwhile, Weinert had moved up 
on Lackey and the two resumed their - 
running battle for top American. The 
fender clashing went on for about six 
laps, then Lackey tired and Jim was able 
to pull away from him in fourth place. 

Towards the end of the moto, 
Hammargren had his foot slip off the 
peg while sailing over the big jump. The 
time he lost trying to recover gave 
Mikkola the opportunity he needed to 
take over second. Thé moto finished 
with Ake out front again, Mikkola, 
Hammargren, Weinert, Kring, 
Karsmakers and Van Velthoven. 

Roger DeCoster didn't show up on 
the line for the start of the final moto. 

Jim Weinert got a beautiful hole shot 
and was long gone on the first lap. Jaak 
Van Velthoven had European Team 
Yamaha in second. Ake had gotten a 
slow start, but by the third lap was up 
behind Van Velthoven. 

Jim was unable to hold his lead and 
began to fall back as he tried. Van 
Velthoven took over the lead and, for 
three laps, Ake hounded the Belgian. At 
one point, he pulled past Jaak, but 
couldn't hold it for more than half a 
circuit before Jaak retook the lead. The 
next lap, Ake got by again and that was 
the last time he was headed. 

Kring was holding down third, 
followed by Van Velthoven and by 
Hammargren, while Hammargren moved 
up into his teammate’s second slot. 
Mikkola was in fifth, then Weinert. Brad 
Lackey was a good distance back but 
quickened his pace and was consistently 
picking up two second a lap on Jim. 
Five laps from the finish he passed him. 

Brad Lackey was first American in 
sixth position when his silencer fell off 
three laps from the finish. The flagman 
at the finish line saw the silencer 
hanging from its safety wire and took 
out.the black flag to wave at Brad. AMA 
MX Referee John Lancione told the 
starter not to black flag Brad. This was

disqualify anyone who loses a silencer 
during a race and the subsequent 
turmoil at Road Atlanta Trans-AMA 
when Hans Maisch was penalized by 
Lancione, being disqualfied from a 
second overall position when his silencer 
fell off five laps from the finish of the 
final moto. 

Ake took another first and first 
overall for the day. He was followed to 
the checkered by Mikkola, Kring, 
Hammargren, Van Velthoven and Brad 
Lackey. 

A big controversy was taking place in 
the pits over the failuré of Brad to be 
black flagged when his silencer fell off. 
Later, Lancione admitted, “We screwed 
up." He decided to penalize Brad half 
the finishing field for that moto. 
Approximately twenty bikes finished 
the final moto and Brad was in sixth 
position. He was only dropped four 
places in the third moto standings. 

Lancione had stated on numerous 
occasions at riders’ meetings that the 
minimum penalty would be 
disqualification from laps run without a 
silencer, so Brad should have been listed 
as dropping out of the race three laps 
from the end. Americans want to see a 
"hometown" boy beat the Europeans, 
but the victory won't be an honest one 
if the AMA has two sets of rules in their 
book: one for Americans and one for 
Europeans.

MIC Wins Noise Round ——_—___ —— 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — At its closing 
session on October 18, Congress voted 
on and passed the Noise Control Act of 
1972. which contains provisions 
supported vigorously by the Motorcycle 
Industry Council for the past two years. 
The Act still must be signed into law by 
the President, but mno difficulty is 
expected. 

Basically the Act empowers the 
Environmental Protection Agency to set 
noise emission standards for products 
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distributed in commerce that are 
sources of noise, in the opinion of the 
EPA. 

The act explictly says that the States 
cannot impose noise standards on any 
new product that are different from 
those established at the Federai level. 
This particular provision of the Act is 
one that MIC has supported strongly 
because of the danger of having a 
multitude of conflicting regulations 
throughout the States.

By and large, I'm kind of apathetic 
about the new "quiet" rule for AMA 
pro events, but several of my road racer 
friends are somewhat upset about it. 
Mostly, of course, they are upset 
because it means more hassles for them. 
They will have to spend more money 
and time to sort out their silenced 
machines, and they will lose some 
power. Even though everyone will be 
under a similar handicap, many of my 
friends don’t like giving up 
performance. They like to go fast. They 
don’t like anything that slows them 
down. That’s one of the reasons that 
they are racers. 

Some of them figure that the 
machine they ride will suffer more than 
the competition, and others see it as 
another place where the fast bikes with 
clever tuners are going to get faster than 
their own stock racers. 

My feeling is that they won’t be put 
out all that much by these problems and 
that they certainly aren’t worth losing 
your hearing for. 

But they have other objections that I 
can’t pass off so easily. A big problem is 
that a lot of competitors won’t know 
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what to expect. They know that they 
have to keep their noise output down to 
92 decibels, but how is this going to be 
measured? The following questions 
come to mind? Will the machine be 
tested while under load or in neutral? 
Where will the testing equipment be 
located? Will it be in front, beside, or 
behind the machine? Will it be along 
side of the course? If so, will it be on 
the straight or at the exit of a corner? 
How close to the machine will it be? 
Will machines be tested after the race? 
If a competitor is too loud at the end of 
the race — even though he tried to be 
legal and started the race quiet enough 
— will he be disqualified? 

Another problem is that a 10,000 
RPM motorcycle with no air filters 
produces a great deal of intake noise. It 
also produces a lot of noise from the 
cylinder. fins, the clutch, the 
transmission, the primary drive, and 
other parts of the engine. On some 
machines these noises may exceed the 
92 decibel limit by themselves. What 
then? Air cleaners and helical cut gears? 

The problem is that the Novices take 
the brunt of the new rule; they all run 
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250's and they are the first machines 
that will be required to be muffled. And 
Novices are the least solvent, most 
shoe-strung riders on the National 
circuit. They are the ones that have the 
least access to things like decibel meters 
and equipment for modifying their 
exhaust systems. They are also the ones 
with the least access to AMA officials, 
and so they may arrive at Daytona with 
a DBA or so too many on tap. 

Conceivably, they could be told to 
fix it or not run. Hopefully they will be 
told that it is a bit too loud and to fix 
it. Those who can't make it then might 
be told: “You are still putting out 206 
decibels and the rule books says no 
more than 92. Fix it by next time.” 
Eventually, he should figure out what is 
too loud, even if he can’t test it himself. 

The other objection that I’ve heard 
aired about the new rule is that racing 
will lose some of its spectator appeal. 
Certainly, the true bike freak won't be 
upset in the least. He will probably greet 
the new rule with a prayer of thanks. 
But the non-bikie who comes to the 
races may be put off some. It might be 
that he comes to the races for the 
spectacle. Could be that he really gets 
off with all the noise and the ground 
shaking and his thermos liner shattering 
and all.

Randy Smith has 
been at it since 1953 and Bill has been 
going for ten years. Randy used to run a 
street roadster named at various times, 
The Virgin, Moch Schnel, and other new 
names just about every time he painted 
it.

We are seeing a new phenomenon in 
this country.

happening right now.

Tuning into a grapevine who 
spends some time in Elsinore at a 
lakefront cottage, it seems the city has 
now been sued for way over a million 
dollars by spectators. Let's face it, that's 
enough to rock any city hall, so there 
may not be another race. If there is, it 
would probably have to exclude the 
town proper and be out in the 
boondocks around the lake. 

But, once again, if we loose this one 
it won't be the racers who've caused it 
but the damn spectators. So, if you're at 
a big one and can give a host club a 
hand by suggesting nicely, or if 
necessary, not so nicely, that people 
don't do dumb things, please do it. 

Rumors are whistling around, too, 
about the Barstow-to-Vegas run. It's on, 
so don't worry about it. I think, this 
years, they ought to get J.N. over to the 
finish line first and give him a finisher 
pin. We all know that if it hadn't been 
for his unfortunate smack-up he'd be 
out there, and probably in front, with 
all due apologies to the rest of the 
desert shoes! 

We've got some mighty heavy racing 
coming up in the next couple of weeks. 
Baja is first and as far as I can check 
out, there is no truth to the rumor that 
next year they are going to run the 
whole thing on paved roads so the cars 
really don't have a thing to worry 
about. I'm not trying to be a smarty and 
I realize that the flooding down there 
was pretty bad but the course was 
changed so the motorcycles would not 
be given a benefit. The way it looks 
now, the cars will be given the benefit. 
Boo! They've had it for quite a while, 
although the Baja is rough on you 
whether you're in a vehicle or on it. If 
you think-back over the years of these 
big long distance events like the Baja 
runs and the Mint, and dig back through 
the results, you'll notice that when the 
bikes kept showing up the cars, the 
courses got easier, or I should say they 
put more high speed sections in 'em. 

Besides Baja there's the Trans-AMA 
motocross at Carlsbad, and we do hope 
that the FIM observers will see fit to 
keep it on the 1973 calendar as a Grand 
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Pnx points paying round. It could be a 
little rough on the Europeans though 
when you think how far they'll have to 
journey when they are so used to 
popping from France to Germany to 
Sweden, etc., country after country in 
less time than it takes for us to go, say, 
from California to New York or Oregon 
or Texas, and for one round they are 
putting bags, baggage and bikes on 
planes and heading for California. But 
what a great end to the Grand Prix 
season to have America finally 
represented. 

While still thinking about motocross, 
have you been checking оп Ше 
Trans-AMA 250 Support Class? On this 
subject we don't want to embarras 
anybody, but some of the names 
showing up in the -Support Class 
shouldn't be there. You'll also spot 
people: in the International Class who 
could be riding support but because of 
pride and past efforts, choose not to. 
Some riders who are factory guys are in 
the Support when they are getting just 
about the help some of the 
International riders are getting. 

Some of them would no doubt prefer 
to be in the International Class but the 
sponsor says no even if they can hold 
their own against the Europeans. The 
AMA has to come up with some better 
standards as to who they allow to ride 
Support and who should be put into the 
International. 

In some cases, the rider can be put in 
a bind. How would you like it if the 
world knew you were riding for an 
overseas factory, and are a full-time 
professional rider, and you were in the 
Support Class and you won? People 
might call you a cherry-picker. It's even 
worse if you lose. But when you're in 
the International, then there's no 
disgrace if you can't wallop the world's 
best, and chances are, at the end of the 
series you won't come out too badly, 
not with talent and backing. But if you 
have the talent, you should be in the 
International going against the 
Europeans, you're only going to get as 
good as your competition. 

Keeping many irons in the fire, as 
usual, we toddled up to Norton-Villers 
and borrowed one of their big Norton 
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Commando Interstates. It was the 
traditional black and gold and even 


came with a fairing, so for a couple of 
days we had a ball. Shot up the freeway 
to Ascot on it and experienced no 
discomfort at all with those infamous 
highway grooves, my pilot said he 
thought he could take his hands off the 
bars and the Norton would still track 
straight. Trips around included the Long 
Beach Harbor tour, past the Queen 
Mary so we had a good chance to really 
check out a great road bike and it was 
fun. The suspension was firm and not 
sloppy at low speed, just comfortable 
riding, but once you got a chance to 
crack it on...whoopee! If you saw a bike 
with two up ear ’oling around freeway 
ramps in this vicinity, it was us. 

Like all good English bikes it 
dropped its little puddle of oil in the 
drive, but it didn’t come from the 
engine. Brian Slark and his helpers had 
really oiled up things before we picked 
it up, and after the initial drop off the 
chain, no more puddle. Come, come, 
Norton. All good British bikes should 
leak. 


In all seriousness, if you are in the 
market for one of the big road burners, 
do check the Nortons out. Their manual 
is second to none, maintenance for the 
average rider is perhaps easier than the 
big Japanese multi-cylinder machines. 
It’s not garish or over-done with chrome 
and it is quality. Even my mum, who 
fell off the back of one in...well..we 
won’t go into that, said it was still first 
cabin. Time may cheapen some things 
but not the Norton, and you only get 
what you pay for. 

You even get an electric plug-in so 
you can heat up your electric suit or 
booties for those chilly evenings, or in 
England, those God-awful winters and if 
you think I’m kidding, just look on the 
side. It’s there, and a dirt riding friend 
thought we were kidding when we 
explained what it was for. 

When you actually start thinking 
about the different things that good 
motorcycles cover, from the lead dirt 
bikes, motocrossers, trails, Trials, 
flatrackers, on up to the road machines, 
they are a great machine and aren’t you 
glad you ride one? We are.

“How to Attract People to 
Motorcycle Races” is a subject that 
keeps culminating- current 
conversations, usually leaving the 
conversants compulsively contemplating 
what if?s.

So you can advertise a motorcycle 
race to kingdom come, I conclude, but 
the Average Person won't know what 
you are talking about.

"When you picture a road racer on a 
poster, the Average Person thinks of the 
guy on a motorcycle who passed him in 
traffic,” says Walt, “and he’s surely not 
going to watch that guy race.” 

“Motorcycles are small, but 
spectators are kept away from the 
tracks by fences designed for stock 
cars," chimed in another 
conversationalist. “You can’t get close 
to the action except at motocross.” 
That’s probably one of two reasons why 
motocross is so popular. You picture a 
guy on your poster flying through the 
air. That’s something the average Joe 
Blow doesn’t see very often. 

But what does the average potential 
spectator of a road race have to look 
forward to? I can only answer that 
hopefully with a few speculations: What 
if some heads-up promoter like the

Ontario Raceway buuch, with a five or 
six million potential draw area like 
Southern California imported a 
half-dozen European sidecar teams and 
their exotic, three-wheeled rigs? And 
what if their big, expensive advertising 
campaign featured pix of six rigs in tight 
pursuit, cutting daisies in a corner with 
their passengers’ heads? I have never 
seen the Real Thing, although I’ve 
enjoyed our home-grown Sidehack 
Association clubman shows. I suspect 
that the European sidecarrists make our 
own look as amateur as_ their 
motocrossers made our hottest 
scramblers look five years ago. 

Probably such an attraction would 
showcase best in a featured spot 
between the two heats of a major 
National Championship road race. I am 
told that the upcoming Grand Prix 
motocross at Carlsbad, California will 
feature some imported dirt sidehack 
teams, so the idea isn't unheard-of. 

That only leaves us wondering what 
can be done about Marvin MéAverage 
who doesn't know what one wears to a 
motorcycle race, whether the family 
will be chainwhipped by drunken 
outlaws, what the show consists of, 
etcetera. Well, we distribute 2% million 
copies of Cycle News a year containing 
all that information, but that’s barely 
enough for the people who already 
know. Perhaps if Steve McQueen or 
some’ equally respectable celebrity 
would document ‘the races from a 
spectator’s standpoint (instead of 
always the participant’s point of view), 
Marvin McAverage and family might be 
more inclined to accept the promoter’s 
next invitation. After all, they'll 
probably never get invited to a Sultan’s 
palace.

In last week's Cycle News, Mr. J. G. 
Krol made a rather roundabout pitch 
for Richard Nixon. As I read the article 
I was conscious of the fact that I was 
very disturbed by it, without being 
immediately able to pinpoint the cause 
of the disturbance. Others, particularly 
those in the AMA camp, have written 
urging support for Nixon and my 
reaction has been a kind of “That’s 
typical,” shrug of the mental shoulders. 

While I was thinking about Krol's 
article, trying to decide Just what it was 
that bothered me, my thoughts kept 
flicking away to a seemingly unrelated 
subject: a bit of “fan” mail I’d received 
a week or two before. A fellow named 
J.D. Martin had laboriously 
hand-printed a lettér denouncing my 
morals, ethics, reportorial ability, and 
sundry other aspects of my character. 
This isn’t very unusual. Any columnist 
who writes on controversial subjects can 
expect two or three such letters each 
week. But Martin’s letter started off 
with the senténce, ‘You are not truly a 
motorcyclist in make-up...” 

Now that was a shocker. As one who 
makes his living writing about 
motorcycles; rides 30 or 40 events a 
year; does most of his maintenance and 
modification; has roughly 100,000 road 
miles under the seat of his pants and 
such, I had automatically assumed that I 
was at least “truly a motorcyclist”, not 
only in make-up but in calluses, broken 
bones, Gatorade consumption, and by 
inclination, But according. to J.D. 
Martin, that alone was not alone to 
qualify. And after further reflection on 
Krol’s article, 1 concluded that maybe 
Martin had a point. 

Mr. Krol has a very strong argument. 
While conceding that Nixon is no friend, 
“offering us nothing more in return 
than the opportunity to choose the 
music at our funeral," he seems to feel 
that he is not an enemy either. He is, 
according to Krol, a pragmatic politician 
who can be bought. “He is a friend to 
whomever possesses the most political 
clout, and that's that.....We can expect 
Nixon to do business with us if 
motorcycling is able to implement some 
of its potential political clout..." 

Now Mr. Krol has given us a pretty 
fair description of Nixon as a corrupt 
politician; a political criminal. If he 
were a mayor or councilman we might, 
on the basis of Krol's description, 
attempt to put him in jail rather than 
re-elect him. But Krol proposes that 
re-elect him because the alternative, the 
election of McGovern, threatens our 
“survival” as motorcyclists. 

All arguments rest on some premises, 
i.e., statements that the proponent of 
the argument asks you to accept as 
being self-evident, not needing proof. I 
can make a very strong argument: for 
space exploration as a solution to the 
world's food problems if you will allow 
two simple premises: That the moon is 
made of swiss cheese and the surface of 
Mars is coated with Heinz catsup. 

Of course, you wouldn't allow such 
absurd premises. But if I rephrased 
them, if I started my argument with 
“The ultimate answer to man's critical 
shortage of agricultural products may lie 
in the vast regions of outer space, a 
region which we have only begun to 
explore and which we now have the 
capability of, indeed the responsibility 
to, explore to the fullest..." you might 
be well on your way toward accepting 
my argument without even realizing 
that I was expecting to find catsup on 
Mars. The most dangerous premises in 
any argument are those which are only 
implied and which you accept almost 
unconsciously. 

The first such premise that Mr. Krol 
expects us to accept is that we will vote 
for a president solely on the basis of his 
attitude toward motorcycles, or more 
precisely since neither candidate has any 
firm attitude toward motorcycles, on 
his ability to be bought. I spend about 
75 percent of almost every day of the 
year doing something in connection 
with motorcycles, riding them, reading 
about them, writing about them, fixing 
them end photographing them. They are 
both my livelihood and my hobby. If 
motorcycling, as a sport, were to go 
under, I would lose my most enjoyable 
pastime, my ability to make a living, 
and probably my home and truck as 
well. I have quite a vested interest in 
keeping it alive and well. 





But suppose one day as I was 
working on my motorcycle in the open 
garage, I heard a metallic scream from 
the sky and saw the kids who were 
playing on the sidewalk, of them mine, 
blown into a dozen flaming pieces? 
Suppose the dog who sits happily 
watching me work suddenly had both 
his legs blown off by a burst of rocket 
fire? Suppose the trees and bushes that 
surround my house were turned into 
lifeless sticks by defoliants? Suppose my 
house were washed down. the street 
because someone blew up Hansen Dam 
in “protective retaliation.” I dare say it 
would be quite some time before I 
could think seriously about motorcycles 
again. 

The difference is that these things 
have been happening halfway around 
the world instead of to me. Somehow a 
Vietnamese kid is remote, an 
abstraction, while Mark is real. I’m not 
much of an intellectual, and I don’t 
understand things like ‘‘protective 
reaction” and ‘‘defensive air strikes” but 
sometimes I’m mature enough to be 


able to make the translation from 
Vietnamese child to my child and 
sometimes when I read about the 


“pacification” of a village, I wonder if 
among those dead and mutilated 
children there might have been a Billy 
Barkfeather who would have enjoyed 
riding a mini-bike. 

Richard Nixon has dropped more 
bombs on that tiny country in four 
years than have been dropped by all the 
countries of the world combined in 
recent. history. He has protected 
military personnel who are guilty of 
such hideous atrocities. that we can't 
even bear to read about them. The man 
who bombed the dikes, іп direct 
contradiction to the few rules that exist 
in this massacre, General John Lavelle, 
is being allowed to retire as a Lt. 
General with a $27,000 a year pension. 

In the same paper (*"L.A. Times", 
October 25, 1972) that announced this 
sad fact, it was also announced that 
American B-52’s had in one day 
dropped 1500 tons of bombs on South 
Vietnam, the country we’re supposedly 
saving for Democracy. There are no 


-military targets left in Vietnam, only a 


few homes and kids. There is no doubt 
in the minds of most politically. savvy 
people that if, by some strange fluke, 
the U.S. actually were to lose this war, 
if the North Vietnamese were able to 
invade and conquer us, Nixon and his 
generals would stand trial in world court 
and take their places alongside Hitler 
and Goering as war criminals, But it 
may be necessary to vote for Richard 
Nixon to. ensure the survival of 
motorcycling. 

Since it's hard to relate to things 
happening far away, I'd like to bring it 
closer to home. I'd like to talk about 
your life and friends, but I don't know 
you, so I'll tell you something about 
mine. Before I was. involved in 
motorcycling as a profession I worked 
in an electronics plant. Two friends and 
myself were laid off as the defense 
priorities of the company shifted. It 
took me a year to find another job. One 
of my friends was lucky. He was hired 
by a firm that made the same things he 
had been making, the only other such 
firm in existence. The firm is about 35 
miles from his house and he lost all of 
the benefits of 12 years with the first 
company, but he counts himself lucky 
because he discovered very quickly that 
he was unemployable in any other line, 
even at a drastic cut in pay. He would 
like to move nearer to his job, but he 
can't afford it. 

The other friend has been out of 
work for two years now. After searching 
the entire L.A. area for a job, without 
success, he tried to start his own 
business on practically zero capital. It 
didn't make it. His wife works, but her 
salary is not enough to make the house 
payment. If something doesn't happen 
very soon they'll lose the house they 
have been buying for the past 10 years. 

A widow lived downstairs from us 
when we had an apartment. She and her 
husband had been productive members 
of society all their lives, and both wer 
staunch, patriotic, conservative 
Americans. Now, as a widow, living on 
social security she has a choice. She can 
keep her $100 a. month apartment or 
eat regularly, but not both. She found a 
doctor to treat an illness she suffered 


but can't afford to fill the prescription 
he gave her. 

My wife works. There's no ceiling on 
the profits her firm can make and 
they're doing quite well. But there's 
been a limit of five percent on her 
annual raises. The cost of living is going 
up much faster than either of our 
earnings. 

As I look around me, I see that half 
of the things that I buy are foreign 
made. My motorcycles, test 
instruments, cameras, hi-fi equipment, 
dictaphone, tools, even the shirts that I 
get from Sears. Every other car that you 
see on the streets was made outside this 
country. Yet while we're buying 
everything from overseas, our working 
people are unable to find jobs. Why? 
Are we so dumb that we can't compete 
technologically with the Japanese and 
the Germans? We're told it's-because 
they have cheap labor, but I've got news 
for you. Some of the people I know 
who are out of work would be happy to 
work at German wages. 

All our sophisticated technology is 
now going to produce weapons. Most of 
our bright people are producing 
weapons. They’ve been doing it for 20 
years now and our consumer technology 
is way behind that of Japan and 
Germany. We can’t build a good 
motorcycle or a good camera at a 
competitive price, or maybe even at any 
price. As the demand for weapons rises 
and falls with the political game of the 
moment, our people become pawns, 


pushed off the board when their 
specialized and limited usefulness is 
over. 


If bombs cost $1 a pound, a rather 
conservative estimate, I expect, then 
$3,000,000 worth were dropped on 
Vietnam yesterday. That’s more than 
enough to build a good motorcycle 
plant. Just one day’s supply of bombs. 
And I know some people who would be 
happy to work at it. But Krol tells us 
that we must re-elect Nixon to ensure 
the survival of motorcycling. 

But what, you might ask, of the 
alternative: Senator McGovern? What’s 
his stand on motorcycles? Quite 


frankly, I don’t know. For two months 
I've been trying to get a statement from 
him without success. When everything 
else failed I wrote one myself and asked 
if he’d sign it. He didn’t. He’s been too 
busy with his primary issues: the war, 
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the economy, and the environment, to 
consider motorcycles, and he won’t sign 
anything he hasn’t thoroughly 
researched, So I just don’t know, He’s a 
quiet, comtemplative type person. I 
doubt that he likes bikes very much, if 
indeed he’s thought of them at all. But 
at least, in this instance, he seems 
honest. My editor promised front page 
space for any statement from him, and I 
told his campaign leaders about it. Most 
politicians would jump at that 
opportunity. It made no difference. 
And so far, at least, he hasn't sold us 
lock, stock and barrel as Nixon did with 
his Presidential Order 11644. 

Krol says, “Because Mr. McGovern is 
so deeply committed to all the 
frighteningly irrational forces of 
eco-freakery which if unleashed would 
so. eagerly destroy motorcycling, he 
must be voted against.” 

Are we to assume from Krol’s 
statement thatthe forces of 
“Eco-freakery” are now under some 
sort of leash? When the Sierra Club can 
join forces with the commander of a 
bombing range to prevent a motorcycle 
event 200 miles out in the middle of the 
desert, as they did in the case of the 
Golden Bear enduro, what sort of 
constraints are they operating under? 

The only thing standing between us, 
the off-road riders, and the forces of 
“eco-freakery” if a statement by the 
Forest Service which goes, “We 
recognize the use of off-road vehicles as 
a legitimate recreational use of the 
National Forest," and that statement 
did not originate with Nixon. In fact, he 
did his best to cut the ground from 
under it, both literally and figuratively, 
with Presidential Order No. 11644. 

The BLM has since picked that up as 
a statement of their policy and I think, 
as policy, it will survive either Nixon or 
McGovern. When it comes down to 
specific cases, it's another story. Mr. 
Krol told us quite plainly that Mr. 
Nixon was for sale to the highest bidder. 
Let no one believe that we can outbid 
the Sierra Club for the fickle affection 
of Nixon. 

But there is more to it than simply 
the unleashing of that which is not 
leashed. Burn your Cycle News if you 
wish, but believe that I regard the 
"focus of eco-freakery" as basically 
beneficial, not harmful. It is my 
contention that motorcycling and 
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Nationwide Calendar

ecology concerns are compatible. 
Certainly there are problems to be 
worked out, but they are not insoluble 
problems. I doubt if there are any more 
genuine, or more genuinely concerned, 
ecologists in the country than the men 
of the U.S. Forest Service, and for the 
most part we have been able to work 
very effectively with them. I believe we 
will be able to work effectively with any 
genuine ecologist, and in time, the 
“eco-freaks” will find a new cause. 
Right now, however, we need them. 
What good will it do us to have 
motorcycle if the air is unfit to breathe? 
Where will we ride when all our rivers 
and lakes are choked with garbage and 
the debris of sawmills? What kind of 
experience will it be to ride up Highway 
One along miles of oil-fouled beaches, 
smelling the stink of our dying wildlife? 
Where will we off-road riders go when 
the land developers have built their 
junky houses on every scrap of 
non-vertical land within 200 miles of 
every major city? Right now, the 
salmon industry is dying on the coast of 
Oregon. Clams, the delicacy of the 
northeast, are almost unobtainable, and 
swordfish are off the menu everywhere. 
Call me a heretic if you wish, but 
someday I’d like my boy to be able to 
see a redwood or a giant condor. Yes 
indeed, I want the forces of 
eco-freakery unleashed. And I amnotso 
hypocritical as to say “Go after the 
other guy but leave me alone.” Either 
my house must be clean or it must come 
down. But, I believe, as I stated earlier, 
that we and our motorcycles can live in 
harmony with our environment. 
McGovern, in a general sweep of the 
environment, might do us in. I think he 
is a reasonable man and that if we clean 
up our act, we will be able to deal with 
him. If not, if he demolishes us in a 
general clean-up campaign...well, 
perhaps our kids will appreciate our 
sacrifice. Motorcycle for survival — 
mankind’s survival — is not a bad trade. 
The real danger, as I see it, is that 
Nixon might well demolish us without 


doing anything about the really 
dangerous polluters. He has already 
demonstrated that he is willing to 


demolish us, so in that instance he 
offers no more than McGovern. But is 
he willing to do anything about the
